HPSCS request; Late this week, CIA Director Petraeus gave the HPSCI a "hots spots" briefing and was asked fbr 
unciassified talking points that its members could use about incident in Benghazi. (Apparentiy NCTC Director 
Mati Olson received a similar committee from a congressional committee.) The first draft apparentiy seemed 
unsuitable (based on conversations on the SVTS and afterwards) because they seemed to'encourage the reader 
to infer incorrectly that the CIA had warned about a specific attackon our embassy. On the SVTS, Moreil noted 
that these points were not good and he had taken a heavy editing hand to them. He noted that he would be 
happy to work with iake Sullivan and Rhodes to develop appropriate talking points. McDonough, on Rhodes's 
behalf, deferred to Suilivan. St was agreed that Jake would work closeiy with the intelligence community (within 
a smail group) to finalize points on Saturday that could be shared with HPSCI. I spoke to Jake immediately after 
the SVTS and noted that you were doing the Sunday morning shows and would need to be aware of the final 
posture that these points took. He committed to ensure that we were updated m advance of the Sunday 
shows, I speciflcally mentioned USUfJ as the one coordinating your preparations for the shows and also 
strongly encouraged htm to loop in U-swf during the process.
